Basic operations 



Operating using the stylus and Jog Dial™ navigator. 



Tip 

Where is the stylus located? 

The stylus is stored in your CLIE handheld. 
The exact location of the storage varies depending on the model. 
^ For details, refer to "Sony CLIE™ Handheld components" of 
"Read This First (Operating Instructions)." 



Note 



To prevent losing the stylus, always put it back in its holder on your 
CLIE handheld after use. 



Using the stylus 




A stylus is a pen for operating your CLIE 
handheld by directly touching the screen.

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Basic operations 

You can operate your CLIE handheld using the stylus in the 
following ways. 



Tapping 



Lightly pressing the desired item on the 
screen with the stylus is called "Tapping." 
When entering data with the on-screen 
keyboard or starting an application, "tap" 
the desired button or icon with the stylus. 



Dragging 



Touching the desired item on the screen 
with the stylus and moving it along the 
screen surface is called "Dragging." 
Just as you "drag" the mouse on your 
computer, use the stylus to "drag" the 
scroll bar to scroll the screen or "drag" 
characters to highlight them.

Using the Jog Dial™ navigator 



What is the Jog Dial™ 
navigator? 



Your CLIE handheld is equipped with a 
Jog Dial™ navigator (Jog Dial™ navigator 
is a dial located at the left side of your 
CLIE handheld), which enables you to 
perform major operations one-handed 
without the stylus. 




Rotating the Jog Dial™ navigator 



Rotate the Jog Dial™ navigator to select 
various items or applications to start. 
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Basic operations 




Press the Jog Dial™ navigator to 
determine the item selected or to run the 
selected application. 







The operations you can perform by using the Jog Dial™ navigator vary 
depending on the application.

Some applications support operations executed by pressing and 
rotating the Jog Dial™ navigator. 
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Starting an application 



Software that operates on your CLIE handheld to execute a task, 
such as Date Book, To Do List, or e-mail software, is called 
"application." You need to start an application when operating 
your CLIE handheld. 



Note

There may be some system limitations to start applications in "Memory 
Stick" media in the Application Launcher screen. 

Tip 

What is the CLIE Launcher screen? 

The screen displayed by turning on power and tapping the Home ^ 
icon is called the Application Launcher screen. 

The CLIE specific screen "CLIE Launcher" is displayed by the default 
setting.

Quitting an application 

Only one application can be opened and active at a time on your 
CLIE handheld. 

The operation to save data is not required when you quit an 
application. 

All work done while working in an application is automatically 
saved when the application is closed. When you restart the 
application, the last-saved data will be displayed automatically. 



Note 



For some applications, you need to operate Finish or Save.

Most people find they can enter text quickly and accurately with 
only minutes of practice.

The Graffiti strokes closely 
resemble the upper case letters of the regular alphabet, which 
makes Graffiti writing easy to learn. 



Entering characters with a single stroke 

Most characters require only a single stroke. When you lift the 

stylus from the Graffiti writing area, your CLIE handheld 

recognizes and displays the text character immediately. 

To allow you to write an entire character with a single stroke, 

some Graffiti strokes are portions of the regular alphabet 

equivalents. 

The dot on each shape shows where to begin the 
stroke 

Certain characters have similar shapes, but different beginning 
and end points.

The following information enables you to create custom log in scripts that 
require non- ASCII characters. It is provided for advanced users who 
understand the use and requirements of such characters in a custom log in 
script. 

Use of A char 

You may use the caret ( A ) to transmit ASCII command characters. If you send 
A char, and the ASCII value of character is between @ and _, then the character 
is automatically translated to a single-byte value between 0 and 3 1 . 
For example, A M is converted to a carriage return. 
If character is a value between A and Z, then the character sequence is 
translated to a single-byte value between 1 and 26. If character is any other 
value, then the character sequence is not subject to any special processing. For 
example, the string "Joe A M" transmits Joe, followed by a carriage return. 

Carriage return and line feed 

You may include carriage return and line feed commands as part of the log in 
script, when they are entered in the following format. 

• <cr> : Sends or receives a carriage return 

• <lf> : Sends or receives a line feed 

For example, the string "waitfor Joe<crxlf>" waits to receive Joe followed by 
a carriage return and line feed from the remote computer before executing the 
next command in the script. 

Literal characters 

The backslash ( \ ) character defines that the next character is transmitted as a 
literal character, and is not subject to any special processing ordinarily 
associated with that character. 
Examples: 

• \ A : Includes a caret as part of the string 

• \< : Includes a < as part of the string 

• \ \ : Includes a backslash as part of the string

Customizing HotSync u application settings

In addition to the conduits for Date Book, Address Book, To Do List, and 
Memo Pad, the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE software offers System and Install 
conduits.

This chapter explains how to communicate with another 
Palm OS® PDA device via "Memory Stick" media, how to 
handle "Memory Stick" media, and how to use the CLIE Files 
application for managing the data in "Memory Stick" media. 
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Using "Memory Stick®" media 



What is "Memory Stick" media? 

"Memory Stick" media is a new, compact, and portable Integrated Circuit 
recording medium with a data capacity that exceeds a floppy disk. "Memory 
Stick" media is specially designed for exchanging and sharing data among 
"Memory Stick" media compatible products, such as a digital video camera. 
Because it is removable, "Memory Stick" media can also be used for external 
data storage. 

"Memory Stick" media enables you to exchange data between your CLIE 
handheld and computer. To exchange data via "Memory Stick" media, your 
CLIE handheld uses the supplied CLIE Files application. 

Types of "Memory Stick" media 

There are two types of "Memory Stick" media: 

• "MagicGate Memory Stick" media, which is equipped with "MagicGate" 
copyright protection technology. 

• "Memory Stick" media, which is not equipped with "MagicGate" copyright 
protection technology. 

You can use both types of "Memory Stick" media with your CLIE handheld. 
However, to play ATRAC3 format files, make sure to use "MagicGate 
Memory Stick" media. 

What is MagicGate? 

MagicGate is the copyright protection technology that is utilized for 
"MagicGate Memory Stick" media or MagicGate compatible devices such as 
a CLIE handheld. MagicGate certifies the device and "MagicGate Memory 
Stick" media as copyright-protection-compatible devices and encodes data to 
be played back on devices. The copyrighted data cannot be played back on a 
device not certificated. 

Note on using "MagicGate Memory Stick" media 

Do not handle copyright-protected files or directories stored in "MagicGate 
Memory Stick" media with the CLIE Files application or Windows® Explorer, 
the file may be disabled. To handle copyright-protected files, use a 
"MagicGate" compliant application such as the SonicStage software. 
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Using "Memory Stick®" media 



Inserting and removing a "Memory Stick" media

Notes on using "Memory Stick" media 

When you use "Memory Stick" media, follow the precautions below. 

• Avoid touching the terminals of "Memory Stick" media or touching it with 
a metal object. 

• Do not drop, bend, or expose "Memory Stick" media to external shock. 

• Do not disassemble or modify "Memory Stick" media. 

• Avoid getting liquids on "Memory Stick" media. 

• Avoid using or storing "Memory Stick" media in a location subject to: 

- extremely high temperature such as inside of a hot car, the outdoors 
exposed to direct sunlight, or near a heater 

- direct sunlight - high humidity 

- corrosive substances - excessive dust 

- magnetic fields 

• When storing and carrying "Memory Stick" media, keep it in its original case 
to ensure protection of important data. 

• Make a backup of important data. 

• Avoid removing "Memory Stick" media from the insertion slot while data is 
being written or read. 

• To avoid damaging or erasing data, do not 

- pull out "Memory Stick" media or unplug the AC power adapter while 
formatting, or reading or writing data. 

- use "Memory Stick" media in a location subject to static electricity or 
electrical interference. 

• If the battery of your CLIE handheld is running short, an error message is 
displayed and you cannot exchange data with "Memory Stick" media. If this 
occurs, connect the AC power adapter or fully charge your CLIE handheld. 

• Use the CLIE Files application to format "Memory Stick" media you use in 
your CLIE handheld. If you format it using another application, further 
operation with your CLIE handheld is not guaranteed. 

• If you insert "Memory Stick" media that has been formatted by another 
application, a message prompting you to format it is displayed. To use 
"Memory Stick" media in your CLIE handheld, follow the instructions to 
format it. Note, however, that all stored data will be erased.

Protecting the data in "Memory Stick" media 

To prevent accidental erasure of important data, you can use the write protect 
tab of "Memory Stick" media. Slide the tab to the left to enable or right to 
disable writing to "Memory Stick" media. 

Write enable position 

Slide the tab to the left to select the write enable position. You can read and 
write data in the "Memory Stick" media. 

Write protect position (LOCK) 

Slide the tab to the right to select the write protect position. You can only read 
the data in the "Memory Stick" media. Select the write protect position when 
you insert "Memory Stick" media containing any important data that you do 
not want to accidentally delete or overwrite.

• DatebookDB: Saves the database for Date Book*.

• These database files can be copied to "Memory Stick" media as a back up file. If you 
copy them back to your CLIE handheld, the identical files in your CLIE handheld will 
be overwritten with the information at the time of the back up. Note that any added or 
edited information in your CLIE handheld after the back up will not be restored.

You can enhance the features of your CLIE handheld by installing applications 
such as games or other software that run on Palm OS (Add-on applications).

As all the add-on applications installed in your CLIE handheld are temporarily saved in 
the memory, all the add-on applications will be deleted when a hard reset is performed.

The applications can be installed in "Memory Stick" media by the following 
methods. 

• Install an application directly into "Memory Stick" media from your 
computer using the Memory Stick Import/Memory Stick Export application. 

• After step 5 of "Installing from your computer," click Changing the 
installation destination. Select the application and click either » or « to 
specify "Memory Stick" media for the location to save the application. 

Notes on installing applications in "Memory Stick" media: 

In some applications, related files such as image files or movie files cannot be 
opened (played back). 

In the procedure mentioned above, select "Memory Stick" media and install the 
data or application into the "Memory Stick" media by a HotSync® operation. 
They are installed in /PALM/Launcher folder. Some applications from Sony 
only support data in the designated folder. The data installed in /PALM/

Transferring data using the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE software 

For the data of the basic Palm OS® applications such as Address Book, Memo 
Pad, To Do List, and Date Book, you can use the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE 
software to transfer data from your old CLIE handheld to new CLIE handheld 
by exporting and importing data. 

Before you start transferring data, you need to perform a HotSync® operation 
between your previous CLIE handheld and the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE 
software for your new CLIE handheld using a new user name you have never 
used. After performing a HotSync® operation following "Exchanging and 
updating data using a HotSync® operation" on page 58, follow the steps below. 

1 Double click the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE icon on your 
Windows desktop. 

You can also click Start, Programs (All Programs for Windows XP), 
Sony Handheld, and Palm™ Desktop for CLIE in Windows. 
The Palm™ Desktop for CLIE software starts. 

2 Click the user name of your previous CLIE handheld from the 
User name list at the upper right of the screen. 

3 Click the icon of the application you want to copy. 

4 Click Export, from the File menu. 

5 Enter the file name and click Export. 

The data of your old CLIE handheld is exported. 
Change the location to save the application if necessary.

Do not perform a HotSync® operation with the same user 
name in other CLIE handhelds 

If a HotSync® operation between your new CLIE handheld and the Palm™ 
Desktop for CLIE software for your old CLIE handheld is performed with the 
user name that has been being used, the setting information that are specific to 
the old CLIE handheld will be transferred with the data and some problems 
may arise. If you try performing a HotSync® operation in the same way with 
your old CLIE handheld, problem may also arise. Do not transfer data by this 
method. 

The screen to select the user name is displayed when 
performing a HotSync® operation in your CLIE handheld 

Please enter a name that is different from the user name of the CLIE handheld 
that is being used. If the same user name is used, the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE 
software will not recognize your CLIE handheld properly and the data of the 
respective models will be mixed or deleted. 

Moreover, if you copy UnsavedPreference from another CLIE handheld to 
your CLIE handheld, you will not be able to manage your CLIE handheld with 
another name since the user name is also copied. 
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Note on performing a HotSync® operation in another 
CLIE handheld 

When using another CLIE handheld, install (Over write) Palm™ Desktop for 
CLIE software that is supplied with the newly purchased CLIE handheld 
without deleting the Palm™ Desktop for CLIE software that is being used, 
from your computer. 

The new Palm™ Desktop for CLIE software will be installed after uninstalling 
old software except for the necessary features for another CLIE handheld.
